GHINESE. REDS 
GRACK DOWN ON 
PARTY RANKS I 
WAKE OF PURGE 


After First Committed 
Suicide. 


, TOKYO, April 5 (AP)—China’s | 
Communist masters cracked 
down with harsh new discipline 
in party ranks in the wake of 
their first purge of top men 
sinc. they won control of 600,- 
000,000 Chinese in 1949. 


The Peiping radio announced 
the purge to the world today. It 
said the Communist party had 
ousted Kao Kang, the “Man- 
churian Stalin’ who bossed Red 
China’s faltering five-year plan, 
and Jao Shu-shih; a Shanghai 
stalwart who ruled six big east- 
ern provinces in the early days 
o. the Red regime. 


Kao committed suicide, Pei- 
ping said. Jao, former party sec- 
retary for east China, “has never 
showed any signs of repentance 
and now persists in an attitude 
of attacking the party,” the 
broadcast went on. That seemed 
to indicate that Jao is alive. 

The two were charged with 
conspiring to seize “leadership 
of the party and the state” with 
Red army help. 


New ‘Control Committees.” _ 

Peiping announced the imme- 
diate creation of “party control 
committees” at all levels to 
“strengthen discipline and pre- 
vent a recurrence of so serious 
a case as the Kao Kang-Jao Shu- 
shih anti-party alliance.” 

“The remnants of counter 
revolution and the reactionary 
bourgeois elements,” Peiping 
said, “are accelerating their con- 
spiracy to restore the counter- 
revolution.” 

“The enemy will use a thou- 
sand tricks to try to destroy our 
party,” Peiping added in a 
broadcast of the text of a Com- 
munist party resolution. “Its 
greatest hope is that ‘the Cém- 

munist party of China might be 
split and degenerate. _ 

organizations at all 
levels must continue to fight 
against the tendency toward 
personal dictatorship and frag- 
mentation which undermines the 
principle of collective leader- 
ship,” the resolution 

“The party absolutely cannot 
allow these vicious tendencies 
to remain anywhere in the 
party. ” 

At Close of Conference. 

The action was taken Thursday 
at the close ef an ll-day party 
conference in Peiping. Mao Tse 
tung, party chairman and ruler 


-of China, presided. 


The new control committees 
replace “discipline inspection 
committees” which the Commu- 
nist ukase said “are no longer 
suited to the task of strength- 
ening party discipline.” 

The party will control the 
membership and work of the 
new discipline committees at 
every level, -Peiping. said. 

The resolution said party mem- 
bers were obligated to report 
“all suspected violations of party 
law and discipline to party con- 
trol committees.” 

As an object lesson to party 
members, the purge has removed 
two men whose political talents 
have contributed their full share 
to the party’s success since the 
mid-twenties. 

Kao Kang, born in 1902 in the 
northwest in Shensi province, 
was a peasant who did not learn 
to read or write until 1935. He 
became a member of the party, 
however, in 1926 and was one 
of the leaders of a local revolt 
which created a soviet in Shensi 
long before the main body of the 
Communists arrived there in 
1935. After the Reds set up their 
government in Yxenan he was 
given a high post in the local 
government. 

Boss in Manchuria. 

When the Japanese war end- 
ed he was sent to Manchuria as 
one of Mao’s ablest organizers 
of a frontier region. When So- 
viet Russian influence became 
paramount there, two views de-

was that he was actively pro- 
Russian and was sent for that 
reason. The other was that as a 
man of peasant origins he was 
perhaps less _pro-Russian than 
if he had been mor exposed to 
Russian teachings. In any case 
he was known as the boss of 
Manchuria, the country’s main 
industrial base.

Some School Teachers Merely 
‘Baby Sitters,’ Says U.S. Official 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP) 
—United States Commissioner 
of Education S. M. Brownell 
said yesterday teachers in some 
places are nothing more than 
“baby sitters,” 

He said- ‘he was much more 
concerned about America hav- 
ing an “adequate, prep ied 
teacher for each child” by 1959- 
60 than having a place for the 
child to sit in school. 

Speaking to 75 educators 

gathered here for a conference 
af elementary education super- 
visors, Brownell said: 

“We know one of the big 
problems you face is trying to 
get along with the baby sitters 
you have in some places be- 
cause you can't get adequately 
trained teachers.” 

Brownell said he wasn't try- 
ing to minimize for one second 


the classroom shortage problem. 

“Sometimes we get so in- 
volved in the minutia of trying 
to see that they (school chil- 
dren) have a place to sit down, 
have competent teachers, see 
that the teachers get good pay, 
and that we have good text- 
books that we don’t have a 
chance to keep our eye on the 
ball, which is to see that folks 
are getting the very best we can 
help them have,” he said. 

Brownell said ‘he and Mrs, 
Hobby; Secretary of Health, Ed- 
ucation and Welfare, had been 
testifying before congressional 
committees on the Cares 
shortage problem. 

“If we continue 
classrooms at the present rate of 
60,000 a year,” he said, “we still 
will be 160,000 classrooms short 
by 1959-60.”

—but urgent — suggestions of 
some Conservative party lead- 
ers who want a younger, more 
vigorous man at the helm in 
Britain’s coming general elec- 
tion campaign. 

But he yielded mainly, friends 
say, to a growing awareness on 
his own part that for him time 
and strength may be running 
out. He is in his eighty-first 

ear. He is an old man who 

as doddered, as old men will, 
on one day, and risen to great 
heights of oratory and intellect 
on the next. Sometimes lately 
he has nodded his white-fringed 
head in sudden sleep midway in 
meetings ofthe British Cabinet. 
' Has Forgotten Names. 

Sometimes he has momen- 
tarily forgotten the names of 
world famous men—men of 
power with whom he has wined 
and dined and matched wits 
across the table. 

“I am now nearing the end of 
my journey,” he said in tones 
tinged with regret in 
eightieth birthday speech last 
November. 

But in his waning years he has 
also stirred the nation in ringing 
speeches that have again re- 
vealed the sweep of his mind 
and rallied Britain behind por- 
tentous policies. — 

“Never flinch, never weary, 
never despair,” he urged the na- 
tion last month.

—Two important failures in

The campaign to weed out in- 
efficient and corrupt managers 
of the farms was aired last week 
by Nikita S. Khrushchev, Soviet 
Communist party chief, in a 
speech to farms and party work- 
ers in the Voronezh area. He 
said “tens of thousands” of par- 
ticularly qualified workers in 
the party and other organiza- 
tions were being sought to take 
over the direction. 

In reporting the bogging 
down of the purge, today’s 
broadcast said: 

“It must be noted that head- 
ing a number of collective farms 
there are still unsatisfactory of- 
ficials who do not come up to 
the standard required by the 
present exacting demands. 

“This more than anything else 
explains the continuing lagging 
behind of some collective farms.” 

The broadcast also disclosed 
that a companion purge of 
bosses of the country’s far-flung 
machine tractor stations  af- 
fected 120,000 persons and that 
it has been completed.

The Nationalist air force said 
waves of F-47 fighter-bombers 
attacked.

The English language China 
News, quoting “well-informed 
sources,” said a big fleet of Com- 
munist junks and gunboats was 
concentrating near the Matsus 
and that the air force and navy 
had rushed units to the area to 
“stem the possible invasion.’: 


Official sources discounted the 
reports and Stevens told repor- 
ters he did not think war here 
was “imminent.” He declined to 
elaborate on this, but said it} 
appeared that Americans were 
more concerned over the likeli- 
hood of war than were the peo- 
ple on Formosa. 


The China News _ reports 
touched off a war scare here.

TVA Asks for Right to Issue 
Own Bonds for Power Plants|; 


Proposes Financing Be Outside of U.S. | ter 


Budget — Possible Alternative to 
Dixon-Yates Project.

WASHINGTON, April 5—The 
Tennessee Valley Authority 
asked today for power to issue 
its own revenue bonds to finance 
part of its new ges 2 
capacity outside the federa 
budget. 

TVA also asked for authority 
to make power agreements with 
state and local agencies of the 
Tennessee Valley region, which 
could finance new power plants. 

These and other recommenda- 
tions approved unanimously by 
the TVA’s board of directors 
would make sweeping changes 
in the methods of financing the 
20-year-old agency. It now gets 
capital solely from congression 
appropriations and its own earn- 


ings from sales of _ electric 
power. 
Alternative to Dixon-Yates. 


If approved by Congress, the 
recommendations offer an alter- 
native to the seriously stalled 
Dixon-Yates project, providing a 


way to finance a new TVA plant. 


at the Fulton site in Tennessee 
without adding to the national 
debt. 

Noting that power requirements 
in the TVA have been growing 
by 12 per cent year, exclu- 
sive of power furnished for the 
Federal Atomic Energy  pro- 
gram, the report said: 


“Approximately $150,000,000 a 
year in the next few years and 
probably larger amounts in the 
future will be required to pro- 
vide new power facilities... . 
While some of the funds re- 
quired for the growth of the TVA 
power system can be provided 
from earnings, it appears that 


‘more than $75,000,000 of addi- 


tional capital will be required 
annually to keep abreast of the 
demands for power.” 

Outline of Program. 


These are the main recom- 
mendations in the report, deliv- 
ered to the Bureau of the 
Budget yesterday and made pub- 
lic today;

TVA's proposals of alternative means of power 
financing follow the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion’s hints about as closely as they possibly 
could. 

‘The President's appointee as chairman of 
: Vogel, had sug- 
gested issuance by TVA of revenue bonds. The 
President himself said last month he approved 
such a proposal as that of Memphis to finance a 
power plant in the TVA system. These are the 
alternative methods which TVA explores in its 
study. 

TVA says part of the $150,000,000 of more a 
year which is going to be needed for the foresee- 
able future, to expand its power system at the 
rate demand is growing, can be provided out of 
its own earnings. j 

Part of the rest could be provided by the lease 
method—but not all. “A considerable period 
would probably be necessary before any number 
of such agencies would be in position to handle 
the necessary financing. In fact, the necessary 
enabling legislation does not now exist in most 
of the states of the Tennessee Valley.” 

The rest could be raised by revenue bonds. 
The appropriations avenue, however, should not

particular facility by that means, TVA reports. 
There are grounds for doubts about both the 
bond and the lease methods. The former might 
weaken the tie between TVA and Congress, the 


latter might subject TVA more strongly to the. 


pressures of local politics. For these and other 
reasons the method appropriations by Con- 
gress is, in our opinion, preferable. 

Since the Administration is set against ap- 
propriations for more steam plants for TVA, and 
the majority of Congress appears similarly dis- 
posed, some other means must be found, how- 
ever. The power demands of the TVA region are 
growing at the rate of 12 per cent a year. More 
than half TVA’s total output will be going to na- 
tional-defense agencies by 1957. 

“Failure of the system to keep abreast of de- 
mands would jeopardize the dependability of 
service to all the loads on the system, defense 
and non-defense alike,” TVA points out. Since 
permitting this to happen is unthinkable, better 
a second-best method of meeting the demand 
than no method at all. 

TVA's study and report make the ‘mest of this 
second-best. 


Faster Service, With Zones 

One of the Public Service Co. arguments in 
behalf of the new zone fare system was that this 
would permit experiments with long-haul through 
service to the suburbs. The company now pro- 
poses to support the argument with action. It 
has announced plans for three new express bus 
routes to Kirkwood, Brentwood and Jennings. 

On these three lines, passengers would be 
able to ride downtown for the standard express 


fare of 25 cents plus 5-cent zone charges where © 


applicable. The usual fare thus would be 30 
cents. In return the passengers should get faster 
service, with no transfers. One bus would take 
them all the way.

The zone fare system has yet to be inaugurated 


and tested, and it seems likely that the zone 
fares will discourage some riders. But 30 cents 
is not excessive for suburban service if the serv- 


“fee is convenient and fast enough. That is the

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A Housing Rider Beaten 


Enemies of public housing have compiled quite 
a record of attaching to appropriations bills rid- 
ers that complicate or cripple the housing and 
slum clearance program. This year they thought 
up a most ingenious scheme which not only 
would have accomplished that purpose but would 
have fogged the lines of legislative and executive 
authority in a quite remarkable way. 

The proviso, as approved by a House Sniaeh. 
ations subcommittee, required the Housing Ad- 
ministrator to submit many of his administrative 
actions to the House and Senate Banking and 
Currency Committees for approval. No contract, 
grant, loan or commitment for slum clearance, 
public housing, urban development and several 
other programs could have been executed, under 
this rider, without prior OK by the congres- 
sional committees. 

The effect of the rider, in short, would have 
been to transfer the power of effectivé admin- 
istrative decision in housing matters from the 
Executive branch to the legislative. Fortunately

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Two Months Have Passed 


It is now more than two months since Wolf 
Ladejinsky left Washington for Indochina to 
serve Harold E. Stassen’s Foreign Operations 
Administration after having been fired by Sécre- 
tary of Agriculture Benson’s Department for 
“security and technical reasons.” :

At this the White House said in effect that Adm.

Mr. Childs, in his Washington article, ex- 
plained in part at least why there is so much 
confusion with respect to Far Eastern policy. 
One reason is the split in the President’s party 
which has the Knowland-McCarthy-Bricker-Jen- 
ner-Welker-Malone wing at odds with Mr. Eisen- 
hower not only on Far Eastern policy but on 
foreign policy in, general. For as Mr. Childs went 
on to show, these anti-Eisenhower Republican 
Senators oppose the President. on the U.N., on 
funds for technical assistance for foreign coun- 
tries, on reciprocal foreign trade agreements 
and other international issues. 

The President is in the strange position of 
counting on Democratic Senator George of Geor- 
gia, as it happens, to counter the opposition of 
the Republican Senate Leader, Knowland of Cal- 
ifornia. We have had strange situations in Wash- 
ington before, but never anything quite like 
what Correspondents Brandt and Childs wrote 
about Sunday. 
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4. Years on the Drawing Board 
Aug. 16, 1951. 
April 1, 1956. 

The interval between these two dates amounts 
to some 3 years and 7 months. We call attention 
to it for the purpose of emphasizing once more 
how urgently the St. Louis metropolitan area 
needs to get started on expressway construction 
to relieve steadily growing traffic congestion. 

Aug. 16, 1951, was the date on which the Elli- 
ott’ report was filed. This engineering survey, 
sponsored by federal, state and city agencies, 
recommended a system of three major express- 
ways for the St. Louis area, and laid out detailed 
plans for their location. 

April 1, 1955, was the date on which the 
Board of. Aldermen formally accepted the State 
Higtiway Commission’s proposed route for the 
Mark Twain expressway. This thoroughly com- 
mendable decision by the aldermen, when fol- 
lowed up by approval of city-state agreements 
for financing and other details, will open the 
way for the start of construction, perhaps with- 
in a year, on this Vitally needed thoroughfare 
north and northwest from the downtown area. 

The prospect is heartening, but there may be 
a useful lesson in the retrospect. When it takes 
more than four years to get the first of three 
expressways off the drawing board, the commu- 
nity is made sharply aware of its obligation to 
make up for lost time. 

During these four years of controversy over 
routes—of protests and hearings and revised 
plans—two things have been happening. Other 
cities have moved ahead with ‘greater dispatch, 
and the St. Louis traffic congestion problem 
has become more acute. 

Both to meet the competition of other cities, 
afid to improve the circulation system of its 
urban organism, St. Louis needs to move much 
faster on expressways in the next four years 
than it has moved in the past four. Indeed if it 
does not we may not be moving at all four years 
hence.

Some Uncommon Borders 
The New York Times omitted Idaho from a 
map published in that distinguished newspaper, 
but has rediscovered the state with the assistance 
of its dismayed Senator, Henry C. Dworshak. 
This story recalls the era when a map was a 
more reliable guide to what some person thought 


‘existed than to what existed. Maps were often 


more interesting that way. 

Early cartographers of North America offered 
everything from the Hudson river to the Mis- 
sissippi as routes-to India. This was not very 
different from. a more recent “New Yorker’s 
Map of the United States,” in which Long Island 
was larger than Pennsylvania, and there was lit- 
tle but Indian territory between the Hudson and 
Hollywood, which was larger than California. 

Many citizens have dramatically indefinite 
ideas about the surface of the earth. Fellow we 
know used to spend time trying to figure out 
a way to drive from St. Louis to Mexico without 
going through Texas. He was convinced that 
Texas had obliterated the Mexican border and 
he hoped to find a way to obliterate Texas. Then 
there is a kind of common failing about Indiana. 
Some people seem to think it is possible to go 
from Illinois to Ohio with barely a nod to Sena- 
tor Capehart and some basketball standards on 
the way. 

In such respects there is, of course, absolutely 
nothing like a railroad map. It always shows 
that the particular railroad is the shortest dis- 
tance between two points. Hardly a curve gets 
in the way. 

All in all, the omission of Idaho from a map 
seems understandable, and surely. Senator Dwor- 
shak understands. Cartography is an art, and in 
art nearly ahything goes. Even Idaho.

(Harvard Gntvereity Press, 125 pes.. $3.) 


ven years ago Professor Rollins 
(Gurney Professor of English Litera- 
ture at Harvard University) brought 
out the 2-volume, 800-page “The Keats 
Circle: Letters and Papers, 1816-1878,” 
of which it was said that “the gradual 
accumulation of these letters has been 
the greatest service done to Keats since 
his death.” As was intimated. then, fur- 
ther correspondence was to be forth- 
coming, since “the Harvard Keats .col- 
lection has far more letters written 
after than before” 1878. 


Curiously, the small volume reported 
on here does not come from the mass 
of letters referred to, but from a 
packet of correspondence sold in 1953 
by Dr. Ernesto Paradinas y Brockmann, 
of Avila, Spain, to Mr. Arthur A. 
Houghton Jr., who gave them to the 
Harvard Keats Collection. This corre- 
spondence consist- 
ed of letters and 
notes written by or 
to Dr. Paradinas y 
Brockmann’s great- 
grandmother, Fan- 
ny Keats de Llanos, 
sister of John 
Keats. 

Principal items 
in this find are the 
40 letters concern- 
ing George Keats, 
Fanny Keats and 
Joseph Severn that 
Professor Rollins 
prints here. The 
letters will be of 
great interest. to Keats specialists, and 
will add sigtificantly to the “service 
done to Keats since his death.” Indeed, 
says Professor Rollins, small as the col- 
lection is, it presents material impor- 
tant enough to “necessitate a partial 
rewriting of the biographies of the per- 
sonages concerned.” It really belongs 
in the 1948 “Keats Circle,” but it can 
at least stand alongside it as a typo- 
graphical near-twin.

When we sit in judgment 
now, we must bear in mind the 
overriding condition which was 
decisive for President Roosevelt

as many have already noted, was 
the military situation at the time 
of Yalta. The Red army was 
across the Oder river and within 
40 miles of Berlin. Eisenhower 
was not yet across the Rhine.

The com- 
bined, that is to say the British 
and American, chiefs of staff 
had reported to Roosevelt and 
Churchill that they must plan 
for 18 months of war against 
Japan. If Secretary Forrestal’s 
diary is correct, Gen, MacArthur 
was calling for the intervention 
of 60 Red army divisions in Man- 
churia. 


There were dissenters in the 
Navy and the Air Force who be- 
lieved Japan could be defeated 
by sea and air power. But the 
consensus of military opinion 
was that Russian intervention 
was necessary if the enormous 
easualties of a landing in Japan 
were to be avoided. 


The paramount idea in the 
minds of most Americans was 
how to end the war quickly, 
cheaply, and victoriously, and 
not how to win the best position 
for a good political settlement 
after the war was Over. 


As I recall the mood of Con- 
gress and of public opinion at 
the time, the sacrifice of Ameri- 
can lives for the sake of a post- 
war settlement would have been 
regarded as verging on betrayal 
of the vital interest of the Amer- 
ican people in saving the lives 
of their sons. 

Military’s Overestimate. 

Churchill and Stalin came to 
Yalta with their eyes fixed on 
the postwar settlement, and each 
was prepared to take military 
risks and to pay a military price. 
Not so the Americans, beginning 
with Roosevelt and including al- 
most all the rest of us. 

We know now that the mili- 
tary leaders had overestimated 
Japan’s resistance. The Japa- 
nese war could have been won, 
and in fact was won, without the 
assistance of the Red army. 


It is, therefore, true to say 
that Roosevelt was overanxious 
to buy Stalin’s intervention in 
the Far East. He could, we now 
see, have gambled on a victory 
without Soviet partitipation. 

This, however, leaves open the 
question of what the United 
States would have done, had 
Stalin intervened anyway, seiz- 
ing what he wanted. It is not 
easy to answer that very iffy 
question.

Eisenhower’s Insecurity. 


But at Yalta, the West paid 
the political price for having 
failed t to deter Hitler in the '30s, 
for having failed to unite and to 
rearm against him.. The domin- 
ation of the Yalta conference by 
Stalin was‘ founded upon the 
weakness of the democratic West 
in the years before Yalta. 

From the*day Hitler attacked 
Russia in June 1941—six months 
before Pearl Harbor—until the 
middle of 1944 the defense of 
what remained of Western Eu- 
rope, and the prospect of mount- 
ing an invasion to liberate West- 
ern Europe and Scandinavia, de- 
pended upon the fact that Russia 
was absorbing the force of Hit- 
ler’s blows, 

No one is a good historian or 
a fair judge of the mistakes 
made at Yalta if he allows him- 
self to forget the military weak- 
ness of the West during the first 
years of the war. 

For the errors, apart from the 
verbal indiscretions, of the Wes- 
terners at Yalta reflected the 
experience, the wishful thinking, 
and the rationalizations of men 
who during the long agonizing 
teens had = a depend so 
much upon the fightin er 
of the Red army. ects 


Who But Churchill? 


In this perspective then the 
mistakes are still mistakes, and 
the unhappy chitchat is still too 
bad. But those of us who point 
the finger today have no ground 
for self-righteousness. 
How many are there in public 
and private life — apart from 
Churchill and his few supporters 
—who really worked to keep the 
West from being too weak to 
take care of itself? Who de- 
smanded massive rearmament in 
the ‘30s? Who worked for an 
alliance to deter aggression, to 
ee the West? A mere hand- 
ul. 
Yet if Stalin’s commanding 
position at Yalta is to be under- 
stood, we must remember what 
had happened in London, Paris 
and Washington during the 
years while Hitler was rearming 
Germany and while Japan was 
conquering China. 
We must not forget that we 
were not ready to set foot upon 
the European continent until 
two and a half years after Hit- 
ler declared war against us. In 
those years the stage was set for 
Yalta. In those years the Red 
army fought its way back from 
Stalingrad and the gates of Mos- 
cow. The Red army overran 
Poland and had reached the 
gates of Berlin.

HERE is no law that says 
T you can’t apply a coat of 

paint to a bare plaster or 
wallboard surface but there is 
a sort of law that says if you 
do, you may be sorry 

It seems that nag ‘you apply 


‘paint over an absorbent surface, 


some of the binder in the paint 
soaks in and this prevents the 
paint from drying with a good 
hard surface. 

Another thing that is likely to 
happen is that the finish will 
dry out unevenly and this may 
require several additional coats 
to remedy. So the smart thing 
to do is to coat the surface with 
a wall primer and sealer before 
you apply the finish coat of 
paint. 

You'll find that there are sev- 


4 eral different types of prime- 


sealers on the market and some 
of them are made for the more 
porous materials ‘such as insu- 
lating board while others are 
more suitable for dense ma- 
terials such as plaster or plaster 
board. 


Best way to avoid trouble is 
to tell your paint dealer what 
type of surface you plan to paint 
and let him help you select the 
best primer-sealer. Some of 
these come clear’ while others 
are white and can be tinted with 
paint which in many cases can 
be quite an advantage. Be sure, 
however, to read the directions 
carefully so you'll know how 
much paint can be added to the 
primer-sealer. If too much paint 
is added, you lose some of the 
value of the sealer. 

After a surface has been 
coated with the/ primer-sealer, 
check it over carefully to be 
sure that you haven't missed any 
spots. If you have, touch them 
up and allow them to dry be- 
foré you go to work with the 
paint.

Nizam Stored Gold in Palace Yards 


Servants Never Bothered Wealth in Covered Wagons; Sons Never Speak to Him Directly

ERSONAL wealth becomes 
meaningless when it reaches 
a certain stage. 

The personal wealth of the 
Nizam of Hyderabad is estimated 
at nearly $300,000,000. 

Of this amount $95,000,000 is 
in cash, ahout $160,000,000 in 
jewelry and $100,000,000 in real 
estate. These figures are approx- 
imate. Those who are close to 
the Nizam are not very commu- 
nicative on the subject of the 
Indian Prince’s personal hold- 
ings. 

A large share of the Nizam’s 
cash came from the sale of his 
gold bullion which for years had 
been lying idle in and around 
King Kothi, his palace in Hy- 
derabad City. 

Gold was all over the place, 
packed in strongboxes and 
trunks in a half dozen rooms. 
Some of it stood outdoors in 
covered wagons, parked in the 
‘palace courtyards. The wheels of 
the old wagons had sunk deeply 
into the ground, so heavy was 
the weight of gold stored in 
them. 

The thousands of attendants 
about the palace knew what the 


‘wagons contained, Yet the gold 


had stood there for years. as 
safe as though they had been in 
the strongest fortress. The very 
presence of the Nizam gave all 
the protection that was needed. 
He was trusted. He was also 
feared. 

After India became free, this 
bullion was sold in the markets 
of Bombay for about $75,000,000. 
The Nizam already had about 
$20,000,000 in liquid cash before 
he turned the gold into money. 
That was his power. He didn't 
invest it, as do all other men of 
vast wealth, until he recently 
set up a series of trust funds. 

When the British left India, 
the’ new Government came to 
this decision; It would be more 
tactful to govern the State of 
Hyderabad through the Nizam, 
whom the people knew and 
trusted, rather than attempt to 
rule it through new administra- 
tors whom the people were like- 
ly to resent. 

— 


* * 

new relationship was there- 

fore estabilshed. They way 

was paved by a letter writ- 
ten by the Military Governor to 
the Nizam. The prospects made 
in this and subsequent letters 
were later incorporated into a 
formal agreement between the 
Indian Union and the State of 
Hyderabad on the one hand, and 
the Nizam of Hyderabad on the 
other. 

The agreement guaranteed to 
the Nizam all the personal privi- 
leges, dignities and titles enjoy- 
ed by him within or outside the 
territories of the State immedi- 
atel¥ before the day of -Indian 
Independence (August 15, 1947). 

He was guaranteed an annual 
Privy Purse of $960,000 free of 
taxes. A further sum of $480,- 
000 was guaranteed to be paid 
to him every year for the up- 
keep of his palaces, and the 
same amount annually in lieu of 
income hitherto received from 
Crown Lands which were now 
“merged” into the State. 

There was an additional an- 
nual payment of $480,000 guar- 
anteed by way of Civil List for 
two Princes, two Princesses, two 
grandsons and the brother of 
the Nizam. 

Four years later, Prime Mini- 
ster Nehru wrote a personal let- 
ter to the Nizam which began 
with the ominous words “Dear 
Friend.” 

The superstition is that each 
letter from Nehru which begins 
with the words “Dear Friend” 
costs the Nizam a tidy fortune. 
Friendship with India’s Prime 
Minister is a “most expensive 
business,” the Nizam once re- 
marked. 

In his letter Nehru pointed

out that the privy purse of the 
Prince had become an anachron- 
ism in the context of India’s 
economy. His “Dear Friend” 
should therefore accept a volun- 
tary cut. 

The Nizam replied—always 
with due respect—that he failed 
to see how what was a solemn 
agreement in 1949 could become 
an anachronism in 1954. To 
this Nehru had no reply. 


In view of the uncertainty 
which faced his family, his heirs 
and dependents and such chari- 
table causes as he wished to 
safeguard, the Nizam set up a 
series of trusts. Most of the 
money for these funds came 
from the sale of his gold bullion. 

To date he has created 33 
trusts. Heading them are trusts 
for his two sons, Prince Azam 
Jah and Prince Muazzam Jah, 
each for the sum of $3,000,000. 

The Nizam’s brother, Sahebza- 
da Basalat Jah, has $1,000,000 
in trust for him. 

Trust No. 15 is called the “Ni- 
zam’s Family Pocket Money 
Trust,” being only for pocket 
money, it is only for $1,200,000. 
Trust No. 21 is the “Nizam's 
Grandsons’ Pocket Money Trust” 
for’ $40,000, enough for the 


youngsters to have their ice

“I cannot 
speak to him directly nor does 
he speak to me directly.” 

“Why?, Is there anything 
wrong?” 

“Nothing is wrong. It is just 
the tradition.” 

“A ‘tradition that the father 
does not speak to his son?”
